ment furnished by the school for 
academic work, manual training, 
and domestic science. Pupils com- 
peted with one another to see who 
could make tablets, pens, pencils 
and other essentials last the' long- 
eat. 


Waste in the house was the next 


phase discussed. It included waste 
in the choice o£ amusements, read- 
ing, and in methods of home study 
and 
of 
performing what 
they 


termed their "chores." The re- 
ports of the fortunes realized by 
associations and Mtumictpalitics in 
the conservation of the dump heap 
and the reports of the local fire 
marshal were introduced to show 
the waste through carelessness of 
preventable fires. The Civics class 
made some investigation as to lo- 
cal waste of natural resources and 
visited some mills and factories to 
observe thrift methods. 
_ . 
Magazine and newspaper arti- 


cles on the subject were, read in 
the English class where stories'of 
success through thrift were re- 
lated, likewise themes were writ- 
ten on various pllases^of the sub- 
ject. 
The most, concrete example of 


the subject's* possibilities has been 
the amount of money made by 
selling old newspapers and maga- 
zines they had collected. 


Through, all these simple me- 


diums the pupils of this school 
have added a new word to their 
vocabularies—Thrift, and it will 
prove, as it has proven to all its 
devotees, the foundation stone to 
successful careers.
